From IRELAND to an Honourable Citizen of Lov 0 x: 


Communicated to the Lord Mayor.

Ours I have received, and find that the condition ®®Afairesin England 
is ſtill dubious, and no judgement to be made whether party ſhall Govern 
and prevail, weare here it ſeems in no ſuch perplexities being not obliged by 
Eſtares unduly purchaſcd to continue thar diſtractions any longer, which you may 
ke in the enſuing relation. 
On T weſday being the 13. of this inſtant, about four of the clock in the evening, here 
was a very ſad uproar, and the Citizens very much afrighted with the comming into 
the City of ſeveral Troops of Horſe with ſome companies of Foot ; the Horſe men be- 
ing ready drawn, both {word and piſtol, All crying out for a Free Parliament, and a 
Settlement of the old Proteſtant Religion, according unto the Laws and Eſtabliſh- 
ment of ſeveral Parliaments ; the Foot likewiſe with lighted Matches, all things being 
in areadineſs ; the Defign was fo laid by thoſe men that were the principal heads, 
asto this enterprize ; N amely, Sir T heopbilus ones, Col. Werden, Col. Bridges, Lieut. 
Col. Warren, Major Warren,with divers other inferiour Officers; that when they had 
notice from the Caſtle by firing three Guns, that then they ſhould ſecure the Commil- 
ſioners, who ſat in councel at the cuſtom Houle, that being a certain token that the ca- 
{tle was then their own ; capt. Foerr, capt.Bond, with their companies, entred the caſtle 
by a ſoft knocking at the Gates, one of their men the Sentinel opening the dore , they 
preſently thruſt in, very ſuddenly ſurpriſedall within it , and turned capt. Laurences 
company out, ſo that now they have the caſtle in poſlefſion : the names or thoſe thar 
are ſcifed on and made their priloners,are col, Fobn Fones and Miles. Corbit, Eſq. Sir 
Matthew T omlinſon, col. Richard Lanrence,Lieut. col. Het. Fobns, Mr: Standiſh, Trea- 
ſurer,and Capr.7 ombs the Store-keeper of the Caſtle ; there came into the Caſtle fiye 
hundred Barrels of Gunpowder but on Manday : the officers and fouldiers in this City 
are unanimouſly conſenting to what hath been done; and by the ſymptomes of joy 
are ſhewn inall parts of this City the citizens ſeem to be very well pleaſed, for there 
was Bon-fires inall the ſtreets, Bells ringing ; and 1 verily believe there never was fo 
ſudden a ſurprizall fince the creation : andin all this ation there hath not been one 
man kill'd nor wounded, nor nG injury proffered toany man. We expe much an ac- 
count from London of the {tate of atfairs there; and we hope wehave taken the readieſt 
way towards a ſettlement, having no othet intention then to be inſtrumentall to for- 
ward that long defired peace, which the Lord ofhis mercy grant us, and proſper all the 


aftions and councels conducing thereunto, No more at preſent from
